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ANNUAL  report 


TO  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OF  EASTWOOD. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  seventh  Annual  Report 
on  the  various  activities  of  the  Health  Department,  the  sanitary 
circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  your  district  through- 
out the  year  1945. 

The  report  is  an  ordinary  report,  in  conformity  with  the 
suggestions  contained  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  2773, 
dealing  with  Annual  Reports.  In  the  interests  of  economy,  the 
report  has  been  abbreviated,  but  it  contains  all  the  data  necessary 
to  preserve  continuity  of  statistics. 

The  year  under  review  saw  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  and 
the  commencement  of  what  we  hope  is  a lasting  era  of  peace  and 
goodwill  among  all  nations. 

In  spite  of  the  great  strain  that  the  war  years  made  on  the 
population  of  this  district,  it  is  abundantly  clear  that  the  health 
of  the  district  has  been  maintained  at  a satisfactory  level.  But 
this  must  not  give  rise  to  any  feeling  of  complacency,  because  the 
serious  deficiency  in  houses  and  the  low  level  to  which  the 
standard  of  housing  has  fallen  presents  an  ever  present  threat  to 
the  public  health.  Good  and  abundant  housing  is  one  of  the 
essentials  for  the  maintenance  of  health  and  the  abolition  of  in- 
fectious diseases.  This  state  of  affairs  has  been  due  to  the  cessa- 
tion, of  the  building  of  houses  during  the  war,  the  lack  of  labour 
in  the  building  industry,  and  the  scarcity  of  materials  for  the 
building  of  new  houses  and  the  satisfactory  repair  and  mainten- 
ance of  existing  property.  The  Council  have  been  very  much 
alive  to  these  conditions,  and  have  taken  all  possible  steps  to 
alleviate  the  conditions  created.  The  fullest  use  has  been  made 
of  emergency  regulations.  The  advance  preparation  has  been 
completed  of  the  new  housing  estate  of  500  houses,  and  the 
erection  of  20  prefabricated  houses  and  18  permanent  houses  was 
commenced  before  the  end  of  the  year.  In  order  to  determine 
with  accuracy  the  degree  of  overcrowding  in  the  district  and  the 
general  condition  of  the  existing  properties,  and  to  enable  the 
long-term  housing  policy  to  be  determined,  I would  recommend 
that  a survey,  similar  to  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  now  in  pro- 
gress in  rural  areas,  be  carried  out  in  this  area. 

To  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  I 
desire  to  record  and  tender  my  gratitude. 

I desire  to  thank  my  colleagues  in  the  other  Departments 
for  their  advice  and  expert  opinion,  which  has  proved  so  valuable 
during  the  year,  also  to  the  Council  for  its  ever-ready  assistance 
and  untiring  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA. 

Public  Health  Officers. 

A list  of  Public  Health  Officers  appears  at  the  commence- 
ment of  this  Report. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Investigation  with  regard  to  the  examination  of  swabs  and 
other  matters  connected  with  the  diagnosis  of  disease  are  under- 
taken at  the  Laboratories  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Urban  District  Council  purchased’  and  brought  into 
use  on  the  15th  October,  1945,  a new  “Austin”  Ambulance,  fitted 
with  “Lomas”  body  and  loading  gear. 

The  following  is  a copy  of  a leaflet  issued  upon  the  intro- 
duction of  the  new  Service,  and  indicates  the  arrangements  and 
charges  for  the  use  of  the  Ambulance: —

The  Ambulance  is  intended  to  provide  rapid  transport  to 
the  nearest  Hospital  for  the  following  classes  of  cases: 

1. ^Persons  seriously  injured  as  the  result  of  road,  household,  or 

other  accidents. 

2.  — Persons  who  have  suddenly  developed  a grave  illness  and  are 

urgently  in  need  of  hospital  treatment. 

3.  — Urgent  Maternity  cases  or  other  emergencies  (including  out- 

patient treatment)  which,  in  the  opinion  of  a Medical  Prac- 
titioner or  the  Council’s  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  Regis- 
tered Midwife,  require  Ambulance  facilities. 

The  Ambulance  is  not  intended  for  the  conveyance  of 
cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  for  which  the  Council  have  made 
other  provision.

The  number  of  calls  for  the  part  year  made  by  persons 
resident  within  the  district  was  41,  and  the  number  of  calls  from 
non-residents  was  10. 

The  previous  Ambulance  was  privately  owned,  and  is  still 
available  for  use. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  conveyed  by  the  Ambulance 
belonging  to  the  Hospital  or  Institution  to  which  cases  are  re- 
moved, with  the  exception  of  cases  taken  in  by  Mansfield,  when 
the  Ambulance  from  Debdale  Hall  Isolation  Hospital  is  used. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

In  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  Influenza  or  other  epidemic 
disease,  arrangements  in  accordance  with  Circulars  195/45  and 
196/45  are  in  force,  particularly  Vv^ith  regard  to  the  provision  of 
hot  meals  and  shopping. 

An  Association  supported  by  private  effort  and  not  sub- 
sidised by  any  Authority  provides  three  Queen’s  Nurses  for  treat- 
ing non-infecUous  cases  in  the  homes  of  the  people. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

The  following  services  are  under  the  control  of  the  Notting- 
hamshire County  Council,  and  are  held  at  the  Clinic,  Council 
School,  Devonshire  Drive,  Eastwood: — 

Child  Welfare  Centre. — Weekly;  Thursday,  9.30  to  12  noon. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic. — Fortnightly;  Tuesday,  9.30  to  12  noon. 

School  Clinic. — Twice  Weekl}^;  Tuesday,  2.0  to  4.0  p.m.; 
Friday,  9.30  to  12  noon. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  are  at  Mansfield,  Newark,  Nott- 
ingham, Retford,  and  Worksop,  and  are  controlled  by  the  Notting- 
hamshire County  Council. 

Venereal  Diseases  Treatment  Centres  are  at  Mansfield  and 
Nottingham.  The  Centre  at  Mansfield  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Nottinghamshire  County  Council.  The  Centre  at  Nottingham, 
although  under  the  control  of  the  Nottingham  City  Council,  also 
admits  County  cases.  Special  venereal  disease  posters  have  con- 
tinued to  be  exhibited  throughout  the  district,  and  supplies  have 
been  accepted  by  the  larger  industrial  undertakings. 

Hospitals. 

There  are  no  General  Hospitals  in  this  area. 

Institutions  at  Nottingham,  Mansfield,  Ilkeston,  and  Heanor 
are  available  and  are  taken  advantage  of  by  the  inhabitants.  The 
services  available  in  the  City  of  Nottingham  (eight  miles  distant) 
are  of  an  up-to-date  and  efficient  character. 
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There  are  no  maternity  homes  in  this  area.  At  Heanor  and 
Ilkeston  there  are  hospitals  and  maternity  homes.  In  cases  of 
Puerperal  complications  a consultant  service  is  provided  by  the 
Nottinghamshire  County  Council.  The  Nottingham  General 
Hospital  and  Nottingham  Hospital  for  Women  have  facilities  for 
admitting  complicated  maternity  cases,  and  also  cases  of  Puer- 
peral Sepsis. 

This  Council  is  a member  of  the  South  Nottinghamshire 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  which  controls  Isolation  Hospitals  at  Deb- 
dale  Hall  and  Southwell,  with  capacities  of  32  and  11  beds  re- 
spectively. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  in  the  neighbouring  areas 
also  admit  cases  from  this  area  when  accommodation  at  the  Joint 
Board’s  Hospitals  is  not  available.  During  the  year  25  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  admitted  to  hospital:  12  Debdale,  2 South- 
well,  6 Basford,  and  5 Mansfield. 

The  Council  paid  the  following  precept  to  the  Board  during 
the  year:  £278  8s.  2d.,  as  compared  with  £366  8s.  Od.  for  the 
previous  year. 

The  Council  are  a constituent  authority  of  the  Nottingham- 
shire Smallpox  Area  No.  2 Joint  Hospital  Committee,  which  is  the 
responsible  authority  for  the  upkeep  of  a Smallpox  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Kirkby-in-Ashfield,  and  a precept  of  £57  11s.  6d.  was 
paid  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  £114  4s.  4d.  for  the 
previous  year. 

Health  Visitors. 

These  are  supplied  by  the  County  Council,  and  work  in 
connection  with  the  schools.  Cases  requiring  Orthopaedic  and 
special  treatment  are  arranged  for  and  undertaken  by  the  County 
Council. 

No  Health  Visitors  or  Special  Nurses  are  employed  or  sub- 
sidised by  the  Local  Authority. 

Midwifery  and  Midwifery  Services. 

Apart  from  changes  in  the  Nursing  Staff,  the  details  are  as 
contained  in  my  previous  reports. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  whole  of  the  district  has  a piped  water  supply  provided 
by  the  City  of  Nottingham  Water  Corporation,  and  throughout 
the  year  this  was  of  a good  quality  and  sufficient  in  volume  and 
pressure.  No  extensions  have  been  carried  out. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  ex- 
amination and  chemical  analyses.  One  sample  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  under  the  latter  test;  this  was  due  to  the  water 
standing  in  the  pipe  for  a considerable  period,  but  more  frequent 
use  of  this  supply  remedied  the  turbidity. 

Nearly  one  hundred  per  cent,  of  the  dwelling  houses  are 
supplied  direct  from  the  public  v/ater  mains,  and  only  five  houses 
are  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

T'he  whole  of  the  district  except  for  three  small  areas  is 
provided  with  sewers.  The  sewers  w'ere  extended  during  the  year 
to  accommodate  the  new  Church  View  Housing  Estate. 

The  Sewage  ¥/orks  are  in  the  adjoining  Rural  District  of 
Basfoid,  and  serve  Eastwood  and  part  of  the  Basford  Rural 
District. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Nethergreen  Brook,  Beauvale  Brook,  and  River 
Ere  wash  are  the  streams  running  through  and  on  the  boundary 
of  the  district.  The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  carry  out 
the  duties  under  the  Rivers,  Prevention  of  Pollution  Act. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  whole  of  the  house  refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by 
the  Local  Authority.  No  alterations  were  made  in  the  method, 
employed,  the  whole  of  the  district’s  house  refuse  being  collected 
by  one  Bedford  motor  refuse  vehicle.  Rubber-tyred  wheeled 
trollies  are  used  for  conveying  the  full  bins  to  the  collection 
vehicle. 

Replacement  dustbins  were  again  difficult  to  obtain,  owing 
to  the  general  shortage  of  supplies,  and  it  was  necessary  for  the 
Council  to  supply  bins  in' a number  of  cases  where  owners  were 
unable  to  comply  with  notices  served  under  Section  75  of  The 
Public  Health  Act.  1936.

Disposal. 

Two  tips  are  rented — one  at  New  Eastvv'ood  and  another  at 
Nottingham  Road,  Hill  Top.  The  latter  is  used  for  the  reception 
of  the  bulk  of  the  refuse;  owing  to  its  central  situation  it  is 
possible  to  economise  in  the  consum.ption  of  petrol  and  rubber 
tyres. 

Salvage. 

One  whole-time  man  is  employed  at  the  Salvage  Depot  to 
deal  with  all  salvaged  materials.  Ali  householders’  salvage  is 
collected  at  the  same  time  as  the  refuse  is  collected,  separate 
collections  being  made  from  the  schools  and  business  premises. 

Efforts  to  stimulate  the  interest  of  householders  and  school 
children  in  the  need  for  saving  salvageable  materials  were  made 
throughout  the  year. 

No  alterations  were  made  in  the  arrangements  for  the  col- 
lection of  kitchen  waste.  This  is  collected  twice  weekly  from 
communal  bins  placed  in  the  streets,  and  from  the  restaurants, 
and  the  raw  waste  is  delivered  to  the  Nottingham  Corporation  for 
processing.

All  nev/  underground  tanks  are  subjected  to  a pressure  test 
of  5ibs.  per  square  inch. 

All  licensed  premises  have  been  inspected  and  found  to  be 
kept  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the  licences  issued. 

Canal  Boats  Act. 

A number  of  visits  have  been  made  to  the  canal  at  Langley 
M’ill,  but  few  canal  boats  have  been  found,  and  no  occasion  arose 
when  action  was  necessary. 

Shops  Act,  1934. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  period  relating  to 
ventilation  and  temperature  of  shops. 

In  one  instance  an  additional  water  closet  was  provided 
for  the  shop  employees,  and  in  another  instance  the  cleansing 
and  lime-w^ashing  of  premises  w’as  carried  out  after  informal 
action. 
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Camping  Sites. 

No  applications  for  licences  to  use  land  -as  camping  sites 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  269  of  The  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  were  received. 

There  are  no  sites  licensed  wdthin  the  area,  and  in  only 
one  or  two  instances  were  vans  stationed  temporarily  in  the 
district  whilst  they  were  being  used  in  connection  with  the 
Opencast  Mining  Sites. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

One  complaint  w^as  received  during  the  year  relating  to  a 
smoke  nuisance.  This  was  satisfactorily  remedied  after  the  occu- 
piers’ attention  had  been  drawn  to  the  nuisance  being  caused. 

From  time  to  time  trouble  is  experienced  from  the  emission 
of  smoke  and  dust  arising  from  the  unsatisfactory  and  inferior 
grades  of  fuel  with  which  the  industries  concerned  are  now' 
provided. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths 
or  pools  within  the  area. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Three  cases  of  bug  infestation  w'ere  found,  one  being  at  a 
house  owned  by  the  Council.  In  each  case  disinfestation  was 
carried  out  by  the  use  of  “Zaldecide.” 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  and  the  Infestation  Order, 
1943. 

Five  complaints  relating  to  infestation  by  rats  were  in- 
vestigated and  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

On  request,  the  disinfestation  of  private  property  is  carried 
out  by  the  Council’s  staff,  the  cost  being  borne  by  the  occupiers 
concerned,  which  arrangement  has  wmrked  satisfactorily. 

A thorough  treatment  of  the  whole  of  the  sewers  in  the  area 
Vv'as  carried  out  during  the  year,  resulting  in  an  estimated  kill  of 
524  rats. 

Schools. 

The  arrangements  for  the  immediate  notification  to  the 
head  teachers  of  infectious  disease  and  contacts  have  been  carried 
out  as  in  previous  years. 

Section  D.  HOUSING. 

No  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  period,  either 
by  the  Local  Authority  or  private  enterprise.  The  demand  for 
additional  housing  accommodation  continues  to  increase,  and  as  a 
result  of  the  opencast  mining  operations  in  the  neighbourhood,  a 
further  strain  has  been  placed  on  the  available  accommodation, 
owing  to  the  need  to  find  billets  for  the  transferred  workers. 

The  position  wdth  regard  to  labour  and  materials  has  not 
improved,  and  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  securing 
immediate  work  on  essential  repairs. 

No  further  demolitions  of  individual  houses  or  houses  in 
Clearance  Areas  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  twelve  retailem  and  two 
producers  of  milk  on  the  register,  no  alterations  having  taken  place 
during  the  year- 

improvements  were  effected  following  inspection  and  in- 
formal action  with  regard  to  the  pioduction  and  handling  of  milk. 
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Twenty  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken  and  for- 
warded to  the  Public  Analyst,  and  all  were  found  satisfactory. 
Two  tests  were  also  carried  out  on  washed  bottles,  which  also 
proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Milk  sampling  is  also  regularly  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Templeman,  Chief  Inspector, 
for  the  following  information: — 

Tw^enty-nine  samples  of  mdlk  were  purchased  for  examina- 
tion and  analysis,  all  of  which  w^ere  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Twelve  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken,  eight  of 
which  complied  and  four  failed  to  comply  with  the  Heat  Treated 
Milks  (Prescribed  Tests)  Order,  1944. 

Thirty-three  samples  of  accredited  milk  were  examined  by 
the  County  Bacteriologist,  twenty-seven  complied  and  six  failed 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designa- 
tions) Orders,  193G-1938. 

Forty-four  informal  samples  of  milk  were  tested  by  the 
“Gerber”  tester,  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  correct.

Slaughter-houses. 

Having  regard  to  the  continued  restriction  on  slaughtering, 
only  one  slaughter-house  is  licensed  annually.  There  are  no 
knackers’  yards  or  public  slaughter-houses  in  the  district. 

The  one  slaughter-house  in  use  is  provided  with  up-to-date 
appliances,  and  is  used  and  kept  in  a very  satisfactory  condition. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

Seven  persons  w^ere  licensed  as  slaughterers  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  which  is  one  more  than  the  number  licensed 
for  the  previous  year. 

Contraventions  of  the  provisions  relating  to  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Act,  1933,  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924, 
and  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  occurred,  and  as  a result  pro- 
ceedings were  instituted  against  three  offenders  jointly  concerned. 
At  the  same  time  proceedings  were  instituted  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  for  contraventions  of  regulations  relating  to  the  slaughter- 
ing of  calves  without  a licence. 

Fines  totalling  £23  were  imposed  as  a result  of  the  pro- 
ceedings taken  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  £237  for  proceedings 
taken  by  the  Ministry  of  Food — a total  of  £250.

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in 
the  district. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  other  than 
Tuberculosis,  notified  during  1945  was  256,  as  compared  with  75, 
110,  204,  90,  and  538  for  the  five  years  immediately  preceding. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  was  26,  as 
compared  with  46,  11,  6,  3,  and  10  for  the  five  years  immediately 
preceding. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  was  7,  as  com- 
pared with  3,  3,  2,  9,  and  9 for  the  five  years  immediately  pre- 
ceding. 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  during  the  year,  the 
figures  being  192  and  22,  as  compared  with  1 and  9 for  the  previous 
year. 

Thirty-four  premises  were  disinfected,  and  disinfectant  was 
supplied  to  infected  households. 

Diphtheria  Prophylaxis. 

• The  immunisation  campaign  has  been  actively  carried  out 
in  the  district  throughout  the  year.  Monthly  sessions  for  im- 
munisation were  continued  at  the  Devonshire  Drive  School 
Clinic,  and  during  the  year  181  children  completed  the  course  of 
treatment.
